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DESTRUCTIVE CRITICISM 

The contents of the Correspondence Columns during the present 
session would seem to indicate a strong spirit of true constructive 
criticism in the student body. Scarcely a University activity from 
Football to Mock Parliament has failed to be benefitted in one way 
or another by the well-considered advice of those who think. The 
manifestation of this spirit of constructive criticism is one of the most 
satisfactory evidences of an unusual amount of college-spirit. 

Unfortunately no one at the present time can fail to sense the 
pervading presence of criticism in a more sinister form. While criti* 
cism in a constructive form may be a wholesome corrective, when 
stripped of its saving virtues it becomes one of the greatest agents of 
discontent. And yet this wholly worthless and malevolent form* of 
criticism seems to be gaining ground. The "Daily" is charged with 
a lack of policy, the Literary and Dhating Society with lack of zeal in 
spite of its efforts on behalf of the Mock Parliament, and so on with 
every major or minor organization of the University. 

But whence does this reckless criticism enanate? It is not from 
the dilettante minds of the ignorant. On the contrary most of th 
reckless and abusive utterances come from the lips of those who should 
know better. The destructive critic, however, bears one almost un- 
mistakeable hallmark. Ask the most ardent critic of the "Daily" if 
he has ever devoted a single hour towards its publication, and you will 
be answered with a scornful negative. Ask the man who declaims 
most vehemently against any particular organization if he has ever 
spent a fraction of his energy or mental powers to ameliorate the con- 
ditions of which he complains. Almost invariably he will pause in 
his tirade long enough to utter a contemptuous "no." 

But the non workers are not the only ones, who indulge in this 
malignant pastime. It seems to be becoming more and more a matter 
of good form for ex-members of executives to heap calumny on the 
heads of their persevering successors. This latter class are at most 
thoughtless and inconsiderate, and it is the former which has strayed 
furthest away from the path of citizenship. But the combination of 
these two make for disintegration and friction in the dynamo of Uni- 
versity Life.

MOCK PARLIAMENT. 

The next session of the Mock Par- 
liament will be held Monday evening 
Keep the evening open.

Questioned as to the Wicksteed 
Competition, Dr. Lamb stated that It 
will bo-he|d as usual, oarly ln March. 
The Intercollegiate Meet has had to 
he postponed, as Toronto University 
cannot produce a team. 

With reforence to the regulations 
passed by the Corporation of the Uni- 
versity of January 14th. Dr. Lamb 
made the following statement: 

Physical work is to bo made com- 
pulsory for the first throe yearn in 
the faculties of Arts, Medicine, 
Sclonce nnd Dentistry, and for the 
first two years in the Faculty of Law, 
for two hours each week. Unless it 
Is necessary to meet exigencies of ac- 
commodation, there will be no modi- 
fication of these requirements. At 
present, physical education is not 
compulsory in the Faculty of Law, 
nor In the third year In the other 
faculties, and in th« first two years, 
Is only required one hour a week. 

Physical examination' will he com- 
pulsory for all men entering the uni- 
versity. They will be classed into 
five groups: 

A— Those fit for all forms of ath- 
letics. 

B— These fit for some forms of ath- 
letics. 

C— Those requiring special exercise. 
D— Those temporarily unfit, or re- 
qutlng remedial gymnastics. 

E — Those unfit for any Torn) of ex- 
ercise. 

The one-eighth rule applies in the 
Department of Physical éducation the 
same as in the other departments of 
the Unlvoralty. 

The Department of Physical Educa- 
tion, which replaces the old Athletic 
Committee of Corporation is com- 
posed of representatives of the gover- 
nors, of graduates, of the Graduates' 
j Stadium Committee of tho different 
faculties, or the students, tho Presi- 
dent of the Athletic Association, the 
President of the Student^' Council, 
and the Professional Coach. All phy- 
sical work in the University is under 
the Department, Including the Wo- 



mon's School of Physical Education 
! which bas at present eleven full-time 
Flrat Year student* in the regular 
two-year course. 

The views of the Physical Educa- 
tion Convention are given in the fol- 
lowing article: 



HBTEF CONFESSION OF FAITH TN 
MATTERS ATHLETIC: 
1— T believe In the Intelligent con- 
trol of the lite of the body that it may 
be tho obedient servant of the mind, 
and, ln particular, 1 beliove in pby-lwiuning 



particularly ln football, has been 
grossly objectionable In overworking 
hoys whose primary obligation Is to 
the academic, aims of the college. 
The reBUlt has often been that the 
hoy has done neither Job well— has 
been too exhausted to study and too 
much disturbed at. his class deficien- 
cies to put his whole spirit Into the 
games. 

12 — I believe that any system which 
by its very nature encourages prose- 
lyting among boy athletes in second- 
ary schools is pernic.uous. I beliove 
It Is practically Impossible to prevent 
such practices as long as the old ideals 
endure. As long as colleges need 
the fees of students, perhaps prosely- 
ting of some sort is inevitable. Cer- 
tainly the line between legitimate ad- 
vertising and illegitimate proselyting 
Is hard to follow In the moral twi- 
light of collego financial depression. 

13 — As part of a -system, however 
excellent certain individual represen- 
tatives of the caste. I believe the high- 
priced temporary coaeh is inimical to 
the development of a permanently 
high tone in the athletic, affairs of a 
college. Although the reasons for 
this are too numerous to detail, In 
general they dortve from the Inevit- 
ably selfish Interest of the coach In 
a winning team, and from his relative- 
ly ephemeral interest in the goçd re- 
pute of the college. 

14— NEGATIVELY: I do not believe 
there is any obligation on the part of 
the college to furnish the general pqb- 
11c with substitutes for the circus, the 
prize fight, and the gjsxitatortal com- 
bat. 

1G — Despite the popular convicfton 
to the contrary', I do not beliove that 
there are convincing statlstkl to 
prove the supposed advertising value 
of successful athletic teams. Cer- 
tainly many of the institutions which 
have grown most rapidly have not had 
successful teams, and conversely, not 
a few which hare been conspicuous in 
the athletic world have grown slowly 
or not at all. 

16— 1 do not believe the possible 
benefit gained by a few men trained 
for spectacular contests as an ade- 
quate offset for the time and money 
Invested, the distortion of social and 
educational values, both Inside and 
outside the college, and the unequi- 
vocal Iobs to. the mass of the under- 
graduates arising from the concen- 
tration of interest ln the athletic ex- 
ploitation of interest in the athletic 
exploitation of a favored few. 

17 — I do not believe In segregating 
men at a training table or in training 
quarters. Experience shows that it 
is not necessary in order to produce

Lieut C. C. Brooks w.ia conceded lo 
be the foremost authority on "Ariel 
Photography" in the Canadjan Corpa, 
and It. has been stated that his cqua.1 
wa.s not to be found in France. Lieut. 
Brooks went overseas with the. 1st 
Canadian Motor .Machine Gun Ttrlgadc 
in 1914, but his senicos were called for 
by the ItoyaJ Flying Corps, which 
wished him to take charge of some of 
Us photographic work. 

For over two years Lieut. Brooks 
was In charge of the Aerief Photo- 
graphic Branch' of No. 16 Squadron, 
which was attached to the Canadian 
Corps. It was Mr. Rrooka who first 
conceived and carried out the plan of 
piecing together aerial photpgraphs cf 
the battlefields and thus forming a 
mosaic. One mosaic In particular, on 
a scale of 1-5000, Is the largest ever 
made. rt« «ub'ject is Sallautrdnes Hill, 
and It Is ten yards in length. 

In Lieut. Brooks the C.O.T.C. num- 
bers will discover % ready <t >d very 
Interesting speaker and one who is an 
acknowledged authority in this par- 
ticular branch of work. The lecture 
will start at 5.15 p.m., ln Room 3Î, En- 
gineering Building. Points on which 
Mr. Brooks will touch are the relation 
of Aerial Protpgraphy to Intelligence, 
the irly history of aerial photographs, 
the, details of information gained and 
how this information In used, the read- 
ing of the photographs, and the lecture 
will be Illustrated wtith lantern slides 
of représentative photographs, demon- 
strating the point» which Mr. Brooks 
wishes to Impress on hie hearers.
